a good experience, said Preet Sidhu, 
member of the Pre-Dental Association. 
“They come in here and they are scared, 
and they come out and they are awarded. 
And it's good to be part of that experi- 
ence when they come out. You can see the 
smile when you give them a backpack.” 

The idea for Project Backpack was cre- 
ated during an officer meeting of the Pre- 
Dental Association one and a half years 
ago. Manton said the officers determined 
every child should be. entitled to healthy 
teeth and an education. 

Manton said they thought about how 
they could help give the kids what they 
didn't have in life: money for dental care. 

“They probably domt\have the money 
to purchase the essential school supplies 
and dental supplies that they need, which 
is easy; that’s an easy cost\to work with.

The more that we 
can do for them to help keep them out of 
pain is better.’ 

According to statistics provided by Le- 
vering, the Smiles for Kids program has 
received $6 million in donations and 
served about 9,000 children since its cre- 
ation in 1991. 

Each private dentist office participating 
in the annual event donates all funds for 
the dental work and receives a gift certifi- 
cate to replenish the site's supplies funded 
through grants applied for by the Sacra- 
mento District Dental Society, Levering 
said. 

The Pre-Dental Association was revived 
two years ago with the purpose of helping

Sac State students with aspirations in the 
dental realm to accomplish tasks, Manton 
said.

According to a press release 
from the CSU Public Affairs of- 
fice, the CSU received about 
515,000 undergraduate applica- 
tions from first-time freshmen 
and transfer students this year 
and 467,000 undergraduate ap- 
plications last year. 

Clara _ Potes-Fellow, CSU 
spokesperson, said the increase 
in received applications is a re- 
sult of more students reaching 
the CSU eligibility requirements. 

“Most students are graduating 
from high school and there are 
also more students graduating 
with the classes that are neces- 
sary: to get into college. There 
has been extensive outreach and 
information to high school stu- 
dents that provides them with 
details about classes that are nec- 
essary to get into college,” Potes- 
Fellow said. 

Budgetary constraints of the 
state and the proposed budget 
cuts require the CSU system to 
cap enrollment for 2008-09 at 
the 2007-08 level of 450,000 stu- 
dents regardless of the number 
of applicants applying, Potes-Fel- 
low said. 

According to.a press release 
from the CSU Public Affairs of- 
fice, seven of the CSU campuses, 
including Sac State, have ex- 
tended the enrollment deadline 
to March 1. 

Representatives from the Out- 
reach, Admissions and Records 
office at Sac State were unavail- 
able for comment. 

The California Faculty Associa- 
tion. held a telephone conference 
Jan. 29 to discuss the negative ef- 
fects of the governor’s proposed 
budget on the CSU system, in- 
cluding enrollment deadlines. 

Lillian Taiz, president of the 


CFA, said 10,000 qualified stu- 
dents would be unable to attend 
a CSU because they weren't able 
to apply prior to the earlier ap- 
plication deadline. 

“The chancellor basically said 
if we don't-get the funding, even 
though there are students out 
there, were just going to have 
to arbitrarily say were going to 
cut off the enrollment of 10,000,” 
said Kim Geron, vice president 
of the CFA. 

“They selected first-time fresh- 


men as the place to limit enroll-. 


ment because they had to limit 
enrollment somewhere,’ Geron 
said. 

Taiz said many students are on 
the chopping block this year be- 
cause community colleges don’t 
have the capacity to take in the 
additional students. 

The Los Rios Community Col- 
lege District, including Ameri- 
can River College, has 37,000 en- 
rolled students and is expecting 
an influx because of the CSU en- 
rollment deadline, said Stephen 
Peithman, public information 
officer at ARC. 

“Community colleges are more 
than happy to have additional 
students; that’s not a problem. 
But there are some issues here. 
And one of them certainly would 
be how much can we grow based 
on our budget allocations from 
the state. Its something we 
have to monitor very carefully,’ 
Peithman said. 

Because community colleges 
are funded based on growth of 
enrollment levels from the pre- 
vious year, money may have to 
come out of the college's pocket 
to compensate for higher enroll- 
ment, Peithman said. 

“Additional students that swell 
the enrollment (are), to some 
degree, a good thing because the 


state pays us based on our enroll- 
ment. But if it goes too high then 
weve got a problem because the 
state wont fund those extra stu- 
dents,’ Peithman said. 

Peithman said ARC might cut 
or cancel classes if enrollment 
increases to a level that cannot 
be covered by state funds. 

Students applying to ARC can 
enroll up to the first day of-class- 
es in August if there are available 
spots in the individual courses, 
Peithman said. 

Sue Michaels, marketing and 
public relations manager for Si- 
erra College, said Sierra College 
should be able to accommodate 
an enrollment increase resulting 
from the early enrollment dead- 
line for Sac State. 

“Were situated to grow right 
now so we can accommodate in- 
creased enrollment. Of course, 
we ll have to really think about 
what classes we're offering,” Mi- 
chaels said. “If we're going to be 
getting more transfer students, 
were going to have to have more 
of the transfer core classes like 
English 1A, so we can accommo- 
date that population.” 

“I think Sierra College will be 
fine. I’m pretty sure we'll be OK. 
We've got four campuses and our 
online BED Eras are ee ro- 
bust now.” 

Michaels said community col- 
leges have a budget crunch simi- 
lar to Sac State and thinks law- 
makers need to look at higher 
education. |

tion. 

What public officials do now will inevitably affect 

us in the future, Romero said. 
Faculty 

Beyond student government, professors have also 
attempted to reach out to their students. 

Kimberly Nalder, assistant government professor, 
said because turnout among college students has al- 
ways been low, she promotes voting to her students. 
“T usually give extra credit to students for voting,’ she 
said. “I also go over the ballot measures in class; we 
usually spend a whole class session discussing them. 
[ am always finding more ways to get students to 
vote.” 

Campus clubs 

College Republicans President Kara Greene said 
the group has a great impact because of its availabil- 
ity to students. 

She said the campus Republicans do not represent 
a particular candidate; instead, they reach out to stu- 
dents by helping with political campaigns and func- 
tions. 

“We like to foster conservative activism,’ Greene 
said. “Students can use our club as a springboard to 
getting involved with political events on or off cam- 
pus. 

Its counterpart, the College Democrats, tried to get 
more students involved in the election process, said 
Eddie Kirby, co-president. 

The club had a booth on the Library Quad where 
it tried to get new members. Some days, it discussed 
the primary election with students. 

The College Democrats went so far as to have Sen. 
Hillary Clinton’s, Sacramento campaign office agree 
to co-host an event at 4 p.m. on Thursday in the Uni- 
versity Union Ballroom. The campaign withdrew 
from participation the morning of the event in order 
to focus efforts on that evening’s democratic debate, 
Smith said. 

The campaign sees college students as a key base 
of support, said Lauren Levinson, media coordina- 
tor for the Sacramento office of Hillary Clinton for 
President 2008. “Clinton believes that students are 
some of the best ambassadors for her campaign,’ 
Levinson said. 

Like the College Republicans, the College Demo- 
crats does not endorse any candidate in the primary, 
but will work with campaigns to plan campus events, 
Kirby said. 


The College Democrats also attempted to get Mi- 
chelle Obama, wife of democratic presidential candi- 
date Sen. Barack Obama, to appear on campus, but 
was unsuccessful, Smith said. 

Kirby said the club spent the weekend calling pro- 
spective democratic and independent voters. He said 
club members will walk precincts the day before the 
primary election, going door to door to make sure 
people get out and vote. 

Students for Barack Obama set up a table in the 
Library breezeway to get out information about the 
candidate. Carlos Rojas, representative for the group, 
said he spoke with students about Obama in hopes of 
getting them to sign a pledge to vote for the Illinois 
senator. Aside from this effort, Rojas said he gave out 
Obama campaign literature, buttons, yard signs and 
bumper stickers. 

Guest speakers 

Massachusetts Senator and 2004 Democratic presi- 
dential nominee John Kerry held a town hall meet- 
ing at the Sac State Alumni Center on Saturday in 
support of Obama's candidacy. 

Kerry repeatedly brought the crowd of over 400 
people to its feet as he spoke. 

Obama is a young leader that can unite America, 
he said. 

It is thrilling to see college students and young peo- 
ple participating in the campaign and coming out 
and voting in state caucuses and primaries, Kerry 
said. 

As the crowd cheered and chanted Obama cam- 
paign slogans, Kerry told the audience that cheering 
and yelling were great, but what people did when 
they left the meeting was more important. 

Kerry then asked the crowd to call and e-mail 
friends to get them to vote in Tuesday’s primary and 
become involved in the political process. 

He was only able to take a small number of ques- 
tions from the crowd because he had a plane to catch 
for Connecticut, where he is speaking Sunday. 

Sac State alumnus James Shelby said it was exciting 
to come back to the campus and see someone like 
Sen. Kerry speak. 

Student reactions 

While many students have encouraged the campus 
community to vote, some students said they found 
no interest in the election. 

“Yeah, it is important to vote, but I don't really have 
to worry about topics like social security right now,’ 
said freshman undeclared major Amy Jonston. 
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Another student, senior business major Versha Pa- 
tel, said she did not follow the campaigns or proposi- 
tion issues enough to consider voting, and instead, 
will focus her efforts on school. 

Other students on campus would not pass up the 
opportunity to vote. 

“If someone is going to represent me and what | 
believe as an American, there is no way that I am 
not going to vote,’ said sophomore business major 
Jimmy Bloom. 

Registered republican Sylvan Mejia, senior mass 
communications major, said he finds the sociological 
aspects of the primary race to be interesting. He said 
he had difficulty making up his mind about which 
Republican candidate to vote for, because he was too 
intrigued by the democratic race. 

While the race excites him, he questions whether 
Americans are ready to have a woman or an Afri- 
can-American in the Oval Office. Obama's win in the 
South Carolina primary has led him to believe that 
maybe voters are ready to elect a woman or African- 
American, he said. Mejia said he believes presiden- 
tial depictions in the media have made the idea a 
little more palatable to the American public. 

Many students placed heavy emphasis on particu- 
lar issues candidates stood for. 

Mohamed Omar, senior biology major, said he is 
going back and forth between voting for Clinton or 
Obama and will base his decision on who he feels 
will do best in fixing the failing economy. He said 
he is planning on watching the Democratic Party de- 
bate on Thursday to help make up his mind.

Junior government international relations major 
Kimberly Jones was most concerned about funding 
for education and social security reform. She said she 
cast an absentee ballot for Obama. Jones said she is 
tired of the way the country has been run over the 
past eight years and believes Obama can bring the 
change America needs. 

Ruben Perez, senior mechanical engineering major, 
said he cast an absentee ballot for Republican presi- 
dential candidate Rudy Giuliani. 

“He was able to fix New York City’s economy when 
he was mayor there,’ Perez said. “If he can fix New 
York’s economy, why can't he fix the U.S.?” 

Giuliani dropped out of the Republican primary 
race last Wednesday. 

Stephanie Lewis, senior psychology major, said she 
is supporting Clinton because she believes Clinton 
has the best chance of winning the general election 
for the Democrats. She said Clinton has the political 
experience and best arguments for the issues. 

Sophomore business administration and market- 
ing major Paramveer Dhoof has taken an opposite 
view. He said he worries that if Clinton wins the 
democratic nomination, it will bring out republican 
voters in the November general election en masse to 
defeat Clinton. of voting, in addition to information 
regarding the election. 

What public officials do now will inevitably affect 
us in the future, Romero said.

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borne,’ Dean said about how she eases her 
suffering when hit with a cold or the flu. “T 
try to get sleep.” 

This is right on track, Spencer said. 

“We encourage people to do some self-care 
if they suspect it is a cold.” 

One aspect of self-care is resting, although 
she realizes that a student's schedule doesnt 
always permit a lot of rest, but there is good 
reason behind getting some good rest with a 
cold. 

“You can push through a cold, start getting 
better, and then get sick again,’ Spencer said 
about not getting enough rest while sick. She 
also suggests drinking plenty of fluids, like 
water, to help keep secretions (also known as 
mucus or phlegm) thin and therefore able to 
be expelled out of the body. 

A visit to the doctor isn’t usually needed for 
a cold, but there are some over-the-counter 
medications that can be taken to ease your 
suffering, and they are available at the Student 
Health Center. 

If it is the flu you have, Spencer said that 
resting is just about the only thing that can be

done. 

“You know you have the flu if getting out 
of bed to go to the bathroom is tough,” said 
Spencer. She said that with the flu, you typi- 
cally feel miserable with a fever, headache 
and body aches, and have a hard time doing 
everyday things, like going to class. Someone 
with the flu should rest up and drink lots of 
fluids. 

With both a cold and the flu, there are times 
when self-care is not enough, and medical at- 
tention should be sought. Spencer said that 
when a fever reaches over 101 degrees and/ 
or colorful things are being coughed up, it is 
important to seek medical attention, be it at 
a regular physician on campus at the Student 
Health Center. 

The health center’s services are covered by 
the $67 health center fee paid every semester, 
which means that a trip to the center to be 
seen for a cold or the flu is free.
